On May 6, UMASS Lowell 
unveiled its new athletic nick- 
namn replace the 

‘Chiefs’ moniker that had been in 
use since the merger of Lowell 
State College and Lowell 
Technological Institute in 1975. 

Dr. Wayne Edwares, 
Director of Athletics, and Ralph 
Lawson, president of the Friends 
of UMass Lowell Hockey, for¬ 
mally introduced the new ‘River 
Hawks’ logo to an assembly 
gathered at Cumnock Hall. The 
announcement was part of the 
University’s Convocation and 
Centennial Preview. The new 
logo and nickname will begin 
being used on July I. 

The new nickname was 
selected after a lengthy review 
process into the suitability of 
keeping the ‘Chiefs* nickname 
and logo, a contest for submitting 
a new nickname and logo idea, a 
vote by the .ludent body over¬ 
whelmingly supporting the new 
nickname and logo, and the rtnal 
acceptance by UML Chancellor 
William T. Hogan. 

Nine-year old Chad Dooley 


of Westford, a member of the 
Youngstar Club, submitted the 
idea that was selected from over 
250 suggestions which were sent 
in. 

“In Indian mythology, indi¬ 
viduals secure power from 
guardian spirits in the guise of 
birds. To the Northern American 
Indians, birds are not to be killed 
or attacked as they are considered 
to be a higher form of life,” said 
Lawson who is of Native 
American descent. 

“Today, we gather to retire 
the ‘Chief’ as the University’s 
logo, and to introduce a new 
name. Not representative of any 
specific bird, we envision the 
‘River Hawk* as a mythical bird 
of strength speed and courage. 
The ‘River Hawk’ has keen 
vision, sharp focus, and a com¬ 
petitive spirit. It soars to great 
heights, but never loses its con¬ 
nection to the river and land 
below," added Lawson. 

UMass Lowell joins a 
growing list of colleges and uni¬ 
versities that have replaced Indian 
related logos including Marquette 
University, St. John’s University, 
Stanford University, Dartmouth 


College, Siena College, and the 
University of Massachusetts 
Amherst.. 

“Use of the ‘Chiefs’ logo 
has become increasingly ques¬ 
tionable and impractical in recent 
years,” commented Edwards. 
“We have been frequently a.sked 
about the philosophical appropri¬ 
ateness of a state institution’s uti¬ 
lization of a Native American 
mascot/logo, and have had diffi¬ 
culty in providing Justification.” 

“While UMass Lowell has 
always used ‘Chiefs’ in a respect- 


sible to control the ways in which 
it is utilized by others outside the 
institution. From a practical 
standpoint, the department of 
Athletics spent far more time and 
effort preventing derogatory use 
of the ‘Chief than it would have 
liked. Our coaches and staff look 
forward to the new ‘River 
Hawks’ logo that will represent 
the University in a positive man¬ 
ner, and which will generate 
enthusiasm and excitement about 
UMass Lowell athletics.”

staff, coaches and administration 
from the University along with 
the media met several times dur¬ 
ing the fall and surveyed the 
opinions of the University com¬ 
munity about changing the logo. 
Richard Lapchick, director of the 
Center for the Study of Sport in 
Society, spoke in December at an 
open forum to bring this discus¬ 
sion out in the open. Lapchick 
noted that since 1980 the number 
of campuses using sports symbols 
had dropped from 60 to 44, and 
that many others were consider-

This fall Barnes and Nobles 
will be facing new competition 
with the opening of the “Book 
Bin” located on University 
Avenue. Roberte Ste. Marie, 
owner of the Book Bin, sells new 
and used books which are usually

ten dollars cheaper than those at 
the campus bookstore. 

“This gives students an 
alternative and makes them aware 
of the other choices they have,” 
explains Ste. Marie. As for the 
competition, Mr. Marie stresses 
that “when there are two busi¬ 
ness’ which are alike in an area, 
the prices are cheaper. 


Monopolies are not the way to 
go.” 

However, it has been noted 
recently that Barnes and Nobles 
has lowered their prices on some 
books, even lower than the Book 
Bin’s prices. For example. 
Biology: The Science of Life by 
Wallace was originally prices by 
Barnes and Nobles at $53.00, 
compared to $39.90 at the Book 
Bin. Now Barnes and Nobles has 
lowered their price to $37 due to 
the lower price offered by the 
Book Bin. “They [Barnes and 
Nobles] are bringing their price 
down because of us,” remarks St. 
Marie, “I will not lower my prices 
though, because mine is a fair 
price. 1 don’t want a price war.” 
Students will continue to see 
lower prices by both bookstores 
and would benefit by sharing 
between both. “Barnes and 
Nobles wants the students to buy 
from them, therefore they lowered 
their prices,” says St. Marie. He 
currently negotiates with distribu¬ 
tors for better deals on the books 
he sells at the Book Bin. 

Although the Book Bin is a 
small business with a limited 
number of books, the savings are 
substantial. One student com¬ 
mented that she saved $20 on one 
book. However, most of the 
books are for North Campus 
classes but by January of next 


year, the Book Bin is expected to 
carry books for South Campus 
courses as well, there is also a 
homeless book section where 
books which is not required by 
courses or professors are placed. 
South Campus books may be 
included among these. 

“Right now I’m Just getting 
started and I need to increase my 
volume,” says the Book Bin’s 
owner, “at the moment, I have a 
low budget because my prices are 
so low.” 

School supplies are also on 
sale, ranging from binders and 
note books to erasers, pens and 
pencils. 

The Book Bin has a lO-day 
return policy because of the low 
volume at the store. Students can 
get a full refund with receipt if 
they meet the deadline. Also, the 
store only accepts cash and per¬ 
sonal checks right now but will be 
able to take credit cards in the 
near future. 

This fall, St. Marie will be 
available to listen to suggestions 
from students on how to get better 
deals for books. He encourages 
students to meet with him at the 
store on Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings from 7 to 9 pm. 

The Book Bin is located on 
131 University Avenue near 
North Campus and their hours are 
from 8 am to 9pm.

Americans seek postgraduate study at British schools

Over the last ten years there 
has been a steady increase in the 
number of American students opt¬ 
ing for postgraduate study in the 
United Kingdom, officials say. 
Many students, including some 
that were turned down by top U.S. 
schools, have found a new world 
of possibilities abroad. 

Even though the competition 
is tough, “we are encouraging 
U.S. students to apply to graduate 
schools abroad for the cultural 
exchange,” saysr June Dixon, edu¬ 
cation inquiries officer at the 
British Embassy. 

Last month, Tania Sebastian, 
a senior at Rollins College in 
Winger Park, thought her chances 
for postgraduate work were over. 
Her profile is ideal - a 3.9 GPA in 
her major, impressive GRE scores 
and she was on the President’s 
honor list every term except one. 
She received and academic excel¬ 
lence award and has been 
involved in numerous campus 
activities. She also is considered 
an ethnic minority. 

But Sebastian was rejected 
from philosophy Ph.D. programs 
at Cornell University in New 
York, Yale University in 
Connecticut and University of 
Pennsylvania. When a friend told 
her there was still time to apply to 
Great Britain, she contacted U.K. 


admissions offices and found their 
responses to be much different. 

“I called about 15 U.K. uni¬ 
versities and found out exactly 
where I stood with my creden¬ 
tials,” says Sebastian. “They said 
1 have extremely high qualifica¬ 
tions and should definitely apply.” 

The U.K. application process 
is much more personal than in the 
U.S. Standard admissions tests are 
not recognized, other than the 
GMAT for MBA study. Applicants 
are judged by the level and rele¬ 
vance of prior study, related work 
experience and letters of recom¬ 
mendation. Some departments 
need samples of written work and 
course transcripts. Ordinarily 
there is no application fee. 

“According to them, I have 
the ‘first honors degree,’ which is 
considered the highest bachelors 
degree you can have,” enthuses 
Sebastian. 

Deadlines are also more flex¬ 
ible. Graduates can begin in any 
term, so there is no formal closing 
date for applications. Dixon 
warns, however, that more popu¬ 
lar institutions, such as Oxford, 
may be full by early February. 

Another plus for the U.K. 
system is better faculty/student 
ratio and a tradition of closer stu¬ 
dent/faculty contact. Even so, stu¬ 
dents are often surprised by the 
expectation of greater academic 
independence and a less struc¬ 
tured approach to learning, partic¬ 


ularly in the humanities and social 
sciences. 

The British Council says 
some American students find the 
absence of continuous guidance 
unsettling, while others think it’s 
liberating. A course syllabus 
often gives overall objectives, 
rather than step-by-step content, 
and students are assessed less, 
sometimes with no major test 
until comprehensives at the end of 
the year. 

Tuition is fairly uniform at all 
schools and often less expensive 
than in the U.S. Other costs 
include round trip airfare and liv¬ 
ing expenses. London and south¬ 
east England are the most expen¬ 
sive and northern Ireland is the 
least. ’ ^ 

It is important to note that 
American students are not permit¬ 
ted to work, so all financial 
arrangements must be made in 
advance. Numerous scholarships 
and grants are available and 
Stafford Loans may be used at 
some pre-determined schools.

Part-timers Could Be Boon 

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - Part-time instructors are an 
undeveloped resource in higher education and should be encour¬ 
aged rather than discouraged for a variety of reasons, two pro¬ 
fessors argued in a recent book. 

Part-time instructors make up more than one-third of the 
faculty in the United States, although the percentage varies 
from institution to institution. 

“The Invisible Faculty; Improving the Status of Part.-, 
timers in Higher Education,” written by Judith M. Grappa, a 
professor of educational administration at Purdue University, 
and David W. Leslie, professor of education at Florida State 
University, notes that colleges and universities have hired more 
adjunct faculty in recent years to offset increasing costs and 
decreasing budgets. 

But that’s not necessarily a negative thing, the authors 

argue. 

“We found little to .suggest that they (part-timers) are at 
the root of any systemic decline in the quality of higher educa¬ 
tion,” the authors wrote. “To the contrary, we also found that 
part-time faculty are, for the most part, superbly qualified for 
their teaching assignments, highly committed and conscientious 
about doing their Jobs.” 



Study: Not AU Condoms Are Alike 

TOPANGA, Calif.-Using a condom during sex 
doesn’t necessarily mean you and your partner will be pro¬ 
tected from disease, according to recent studies. 

Tests of 20,000 condoms show important differences 
among various brands in protection from sexually transmit¬ 
ted disease, including AIDS, said the Mariposa Foundation, 
which conducts independent research on human sexuality 
and sexually transmitted diseases. 

“Currently, consumers in the U.S. can obtain more 
information and data about the performance of a refrigerator 
than they can about a condom,” the foundation said in a 
news release. 

Mariposa recently conducted a second testing of con¬ 
doms to test viral leakage as a follow-up to an earlier study 
sponsored by the foundation, the University of California- 
Los Angeles and the University of Southern California. The 
results of the second trial confirmed the results of the first, 
Mariposa announced in February. 

In the first study, 31 kinds of condoms were tested to 
see which afforded the greatest protection against STDs and 
HIV-1. The brands that provided the greatest protection 
were Mentor (which is no longer being sold), Ramses Non- 
Lube, Ramses Sensitol, Gold Circle Coin, Gold Circle and 
Sheik Elite. The brands showing the highest leakage were 
Contracept Plus which came in at 31st, Trojan Ribbed 
(30th), Trojan Naturalube Ribbed (29th) and LifeStyles 
Nuda (28th). 

About 20,000 condoms were used in the first test, 
which measured how susceptible latex condoms were to 
leakage of viral fluid after simulating the stress of sex for 
five minutes on a coital simulator. About 1,000 condoms 
were used in the follow-up test.

UMass/Lowell’s five campus ministers are more than purveyors of religion. Each is involved in 
aspects of University and Community life that few, if any ever see. The five ministers represent three sepa¬ 
rate religious bodies: Roman Catholic, Protestant and Evangelical Protestant but together form the Campus 
Ministry Association, which has, in the past sponsored an annual Oxfam Fast and Collection for World 
Hunger, a welcome for International students. Diversity forums, a Thanksgiving service and Cult Awareness 
Programs. Each minister also serves on various committees for the University. 

The Catholic Campus Ministry is headed by Father Bill Sullivan and Maura Caples. Catholic Masses 
are held every Sunday at 9:00 p.m. in Fox 301, and every day except Friday at 4:30 p.m. at the Catholic 
Center at 52 Colonial Avenue. In addition to the regular masses, the Catholic Campus Ministry serves a 
spaghetti supper every other Wednesday evening at the Catholic Center, retreats, a semester-break trip to 
Alabama to help the poor and outreaches to the poor in the local community. For more information contact

The Protestant Campus Ministry is directed by Pastor Imogene Stulken. She leads a weekly service 
every Sunday evening at 6:00 p.m. in Fox 301.

In addition Todd Hunt offers “English as a Second 
Language” classes for international students and their wives, a Bible study and various other activities for the 
international community.

Local brewer opens restaurant near Wanalancit

BEER. 

“It all tastes the same to me/’ says one worshipper of 
the porcelain god. For those who have taste— or a taste for 
something besides a smoky room and a sticky cement 
floor, the Brewery Exchange is for you. Don’t wear a 
hat here: you’ll look like a geek. You can wash your 
hair at least once a week for this. The Exchange; a 
producer of two kinds of beer and one fine Root 
Beer has everything a student would want at their 
disposal. 

The first floor is adorned with tiles, marble, 
mahogany, wine glasses and fresh flowers at each 
table. It’s dining facility is exquisite and probably the 
classiest place one could find in the surrounding area. 
Prices, you’re worried about? Both the lunch and dinner 
menu is competitive with any other restaurant in the area. 
Their menu contains veal, sirloin, linguini, and a variety of 
appetizers and sandwiches. Customers thus far seem to 
hold the consensus of the meals being full and well round¬ 
ed. I have yet to dine here, but if the food is as great as 
their atmosphere and service then shutting down down¬ 
town restaurants and the Merrimack St. watering holes 
should hardly be a problem. 

The second floor has three bars, televisions, dance 
floor, DJ booth with stage, over a dozen pool tables, a few 
air hockey tables, and dart boards. This floor itself is 
impressive enough. The floor above this has a 9 hole 
miniature golf course and small arcade. 

One social downfall students at Lowell suffer is that 
local places aren’t local, and even if you wanted to go 
someplace half-decent on a date chances are you'd wind 


up somewhere around or in Boston either paying some 
absorbitant fee for parking, or left wondering at your din¬ 
ner table if your car is being towed since you didn’t feel 
like paying $7 to park. The Exchange is about 500 yards 
from Fox hall_ — 


and is connected to the Lowell Flick next to Wanalancit. 

Dinner and a movie at the Flick would be a Grade A 
date. If you’re going to stay local for the weekend you can 
walk to the Exchange and avoid the DWI dilemma. 
Employees say that they’ve filled the 3000 person capacity 
over the past weekend. Last Friday the line was an hour 
and a half wait. Get there by 9 and you can avoid those 
annoying people who act like your longtime pal so 
^ they can cut behind you in line. If you show up 
anytime past 1 1 chances are the dancefloor will 
be inevitably sticky. The UMass—Lowell buses 
run until 11:07 on Thursday night if you live on 
South. The Exchange is a great weekend spot, but 
is probably most enjoyed on those frustrating 
Tuesday nights when you need a break from your 
studies. Here is a brief summary of the Exchange’s 
self-brewed beverages: 

Mill City Amber Ale: If you’re a fan of Samuel 
Adam’s, Harpoon, or perhaps a drinker of dark beer, the 
Amber Ale has a distinct flavor reminiscent of these beers 
with a crisp finish. It’s coloring is a bit darker than an aver¬ 
age Budweiser or draft beer and handles much smoother. 
The taste is familiar and fortunately lacks aftertaste. 

Mill City Classic Lager: Drinkers of Rolling Rock, 
Amstel Light, or Heineken may enjoy Classic Lager which 
is equally as smooth as the Ale, but has a leaner flavor and 
color. A fan of light beer may want to try the Classic Ale 
due to its taste overall quality. 

Mill City Root Beer: To most; soda is soda. The 
word traditional is so misused in advertisements it would 
hardly give this keg root beer justice. Perhaps the most 
endearing quality of their root beer is the sweet honeyed 
finish that doesn’t leave a flat aftertaste.

Remember deep 
breathing (it’s a new semester). 

Often times when you 
buy a new CD you rush home to 
play it (“ got a good beat, you 
can dance to it, I give it a 7’’). It 
may be weeks (or never) before 
you stop and listen to it, stop 
what you’re doing and listen to 
the words, listen to the playing. 
Do yourself a favor and set 
aside an hour to do this after you 
pick this up. It may help priori¬ 
tize life a bit, or at minimum 
allow you to catch your breath. 
You’ll want to do it again. 
YOU’LL LIKE IT. YOU 
REALLY WILL: I kid you not. 

Still whining? “Oh, but 
I don’t like country music.’’ This 
is Johnny Cash. Sun Studios in 
1955 with that Elvis guy, he was 
there. Working with Bob Dylan

Performing on Letterman a few 
months ago. Playing Carnegie 
Hall in NYC this month. Johnny 
Cash, not Bill Bob Brooks, 
don’t confuse the two. 

Aside from the pure 
musical appeal, (try to match 
Cash’s resonating voice), the 
stories unfolding within the 
songs will grab your attention if 
you give them a chance. Select 
any of the following: captivat¬ 


ing, comical, grim, stark, 
thoughtful, to describe the CD. 
It’s not the new Stones album, 
but don’t be afraid. Different 
can be good, remember, it’s 
September. 

This is his 1st effort for 
Rick Rubin’s American 
Recordings label. Produced by 
Rubin (who’s performed said 
magic for the Beastie Boys, 
Black Crowes and Chili Pepf)ers 
among others), the album fea¬ 
tures 13 tracks, some written by 


Cash himself, others by the likes 
of Tom Waits, Leonard Cohen, 
Glenn Danzig (yes, him) and 
Nick Lowe. 2 of the tracks were 
recorded live at River Phoenix’s 
old favorite hangout, the Viper 
Room in L.A. 

Make progress on at 
least one part of your life this 
semester (some of the others 
will follow along in due time) 
pick up American Recordings 
by Johnny Cash today. 


Rolling Stones — Voodo Lounge (Virgin Records) 

It doesn’t take 30 years to make a good album. But when a 
band such as the Rolling Stones releases a record of such quality 
there is something to be said of it. The 15 new tracks range with a 
variety of qualities in each song containing depth, imagination, satire, 
and the inner-most workings of self-reflection. 

The first three songs on the album have a big-sounding quality 
that weaves the best of blues riffs and overpowering guitars which 
has branded the Stones as an in.stitution of music since the 1960’s. 
Other songs such as “I Go Wild", “Baby Break It Down’’, and “Mean 
Disposition’’ are well placed and keeps the pace of the first three

tracks throughout the whole album. 
“The Worst’’ brings Keith Richards 
out the backdrop and into the spot¬ 
light of vocalist as his modest guitar 
strummings sound something close 
to an old Bob Dylan song. 
“Sweethearts Together" has a mild 
regaee percussion even though it’s 
playfulness doesn’t include any 
such instruments. 

The pangs of post-relationship 
angst sailed through Mick Jagger’s 
last solo album Wandering Spirit 
and met much sucess. As Jagger 
and Richards return as a songwriting 
team post their individual projects and 
the Stones’ Steel Wheels album in 
1986, the weathered wrinkles of their 
individual experience bleed together as a 
symphonic whole on Voodo Lounge. 
Songs such as “The Worst’’,“Out of 
Tears’’,“Blinded by Rainbows’’, and 
“Baby Break it Down’’ serve as the best 
examples of this. Richards himself recent¬ 
ly attested to this while corresponding to 
American On-line users. In one response 
he wrote,“if you’re going from the 
Winos to the Stones somewhere it’s 
[the songs are] formulating and 
it’s a natural progression.’’

(1975) 

He wears a raincoat 
in bed when he kisses: this is 
the essence of Gene 
Hackman’s character in The 
Conversation. Hackman plays 
the country’s top survelence 
expert, renouned in the under¬ 
ground circut of tappers and 
private and investigators. He's 
a fragile, daunted man who 
reflects every standard of his 
values. Consequently he is 
cursed by his choices: allow¬ 
ing no personal relationships 
in his life whatsoever. 

Writer and Director 
Francis Ford Copla delivers 
Hackman’s character as a man 
who is tripped up by the very 
values he upholds. It is this 
very element that drives him 
away from the personal life he 
so desperately wants and 
towards the exact disaster he’s 
attempts to avoid again. 

The ultimate question 
the film proposes is: Can fol- 
lowng one’s own standards 
become his course for self- 
destruction, or is Hackman a 
man who lives off of his hubris 
of being the best alive in his 
business? 

Supporting roles from 
Harrison Ford, Terri Gar, and 
a brief moment of Robert 
Duvall provide a more than 
interesting backdrop since it 
shows these actors early in 
their careers.

3. According to federal regulations: 

(a) beginning July 1, 1994, schools mav not hold 
loan checks longer than 4 5 d a v s . 

(b) lenders are required to notify students, in 
writing, of disbursement dates 

(c) CHECKS NOT NEGOTIATED WITHIN THE 
45 DAYS TIME-FRAME WILL BE RETURNED TO 
THE LENDER 

Checks, therefore, need to be signed as soon as possible 
in the Treasurer’s Office. 

4. Please feel free to contact the Student Loan Office for 
any assistance.

MASSPIRG Update 


Welcome back. As the 
semester begins we would like to 
reintroduce you to MASSPIRG, 
give you a brief overview of our 
accomplishments last year and our 
plans for this Fall. As you proba¬ 
bly know, MASSPIRG 
(Massachusetts Student Public 
Interest Research Group) is a 
statewide, student-directed envi¬ 
ronmental and consumer group. 
Our UMass Lowell chapter started 
in 1985 when a majority of stu¬ 
dents voted to fund MASSPIRG 
through the $5 waivable fee that 
appears on the tuition bill. This fee 
is pooled statewide with 26 other 
schools to hire professional staff to 
work with students so they can 
have an impact on issues they care 
about. Last semester students reaf¬ 
firmed their support for 
MASSPIRG and the waivable fee 
by a vote of 70% in a campus¬ 
wide referendum. 

Last year was very busy and 
successful for MASSPIRG. 
Students gathered over I80,(XX) 
voters’ signatures to place two 
questions on the statewide ballot 
this November. We also organized 
Earth Day events and held a 
Sleepout to raise money for the 
hungry and homeless. 

This semester our 
Environmental Action Campaign 
will educate and activate the cam¬ 
pus around the health of our rivers 
and streams, ozone depletion, and 
endangered species. We will con¬ 


tinue our work on Hunger and 
Homelessness. And, most impor¬ 
tantly, through our Youth Vote 
‘94 Campaign we will register 
30,(XX) new student voters across 
the state — over 20(X) at UMass 
Lowell alone. We will then edu¬ 
cate students and the public about 
the upcoming elections. And in 
order to allow students to keep the 
MASSPIRG campus program in 
the future, we will mobilize the 
campus community to vote No On 
Question 3 on November 8th to 
Save MASSPIRG. 

Support of student leaders is 
key to maintaining a strong 
MASSPIRG chapter. There are 
many ways you can help us be 
more effective, get involved, and 
enhance your educational experi¬ 
ence. The best way to get involved 
is to join the Youth Vote ‘94 
Coalition and register students to 
vote.

UMass Lx)well has distinguished itself as a leader in 
the development of knowledge and technologies that con¬ 
tribute to the region’s economic and social well-being. In 
the spirit of this tradition, Lowell has focused its fourth 
strategic goal in the Held of information and telecommuni¬ 
cations. The aim of this new initiative is to develop new 
academic and research programs in this rapidly growing 
field and to make the University a leader in the application 
of new media technologies. UMass Lowell has already pio¬ 
neered significant aspects of this field by researching new 
technologies in phonics, computer science, graphics soft¬ 
ware and through tested applications such as distance learn¬ 
ing and communications through the Center for Field 
Services and Prof. Judith Kelly’s COSEY. Prof. William 
MoyIan’s sound recording studies are also part of this 
effort. 

Although UMass Lowell is uniquely positioned to 
be a leader in the University of Massachusetts’s effort to 
develop this field, we need to build a framework to effec¬ 
tively channel our efforts in this rapidly changing area.

the average literate adult reads 180 words per minute. The 
average college student reads 250 words per minute. People read 
slowly because they engage in a series of bad habits.

UMass Lowell 
to Add Women*s 
Soccer Fall of *95 


Press Release 

UMass Lowell has added women’s 
soccer to its intercollegiate athletics pro¬ 
gram and will begin varsity play in the fall 
of 1995. Dr. Wayne Edwards, Director of 
Athletics, made the announcement recent- 

ly- 

“This move (the addition of 
women’s soccer) is in response to the 
tremendous growth in women’s soccer at 
the high school level in the past decade and 
to the increasing interest on campus in our 
women’s soccer club program. I believe 
there will be a lot of student interest in the 
program and that the team will be very suc¬ 
cessful on the field,” commented Edwards. 

UML has sponsored women’s soccer 
at the club level for four years. The team 
competed in a winter indoor league and an 
informal spring league last year, and plans 
to follow that plan this upcoming academic 
year. An announcement on a head coach is 
expected soon. 

The team will play in the New 
England Collegiate conference (NECC). 
Women’s soccer was added tot he list of 
conference sports this fall (1994). Other 
schools playing women’s soccer in the 
NECC include New Hampshire College, 


Franklin Pierce College, Keene State 
College, Sacred Heart University, the 
University of New Haven, the University 
of Bridgeport, and LeMoyne College. The 
University at Albany (NY), which is join¬ 
ing the NECC in 1995, also fields a 
women’s soccer team. 

Harold C. Sauter, 53, has been 
appointed the head coach for WOMEN’S 
SOCCER and SOFTBALL at the 
University of Massachusetts Lowell. Dr. 
Wayne Edwards, Director of Athletics, 
made the announcement. 

Sauter becomes the sixth head coach 
of the UMass Lowell softball program suc¬ 
ceeding Donna Tanner who was not 
rehired after guiding the team to 11-17 and 
10-27 records the past two seasons. He will 
be the first head coach of the River Hawks’ 
new women’s soccer program that begins 
varsity play in 1995. 

A 1962 graduate from the University 
of Miami with a degree in accounting, 
Sauter helped organize and coached the 
women’s soccer program at Brevard 
Community College in Melbourne, Florida 
the last three years. He also was girl’s var¬ 
sity soccer coach at Melbourne Central 
Catholic High School the past two seasons.
